You are hereby notified to meet at the Town hall in said 
Candia on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To elect three selectmen; one for three years, one for 
two years, and one for one year, and all necessary town offi- 
cers for the year ensuing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the esuing year, and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 

3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for roads and bridges. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 

5. To see if the town will vote to have a caretaker for 
Moore’s park. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid and 
raise money for the same. 

7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Smith Public library. 

8. ‘To hear the proposition of the state commissioner rel- 
ative to state highway, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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9. To see if the town will vote for the caretaker to remove 
the stone wall on the baseball diamond and the loose stones 
in the driveway at Moore’s park. 

10. To see if the town will vote to return to the District 
Surveyor System. 

11. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions 
submitted by the Convention to Revise the Constitution rela- 
tive to the amendments proposed by said Convention at a ses- 
sion held on January 28, 1921.

LAW OF 1919 RELATIVE TO STATE AID FOR

money produced by a tax of five dollars on a thousand 
dollars of the value of the ratable estates in the district is 
insufficient to maintain the required text-books, scholars’ 
supplies, flags and appurtenances the state board shall 
provide the balance of the money necessary. In districts so 
aided the state board, acting through the local school boards, 
shall administer all money available for the maintenance of 
the public schools and shall account for the money raised by 
the districts as well as that furnished by the state.”

E. Canpta—School fairly clean, no wash basin or towels, ven- 
tilator in ceiling, crossed lighting, toilets sanitary. Room 
too warm (75-80). 


PatTTEN Hit1—School clean, crossed lighting, dark ceiling, 
ventilator in the ceiling, toilet for girls and not in sanitary 
condition. No toilet for boys. 


CoLcorp—School not very clean (dirt not swept from un- 
der benches), crossed lighting, dark ceiling, toilets unsani- 
tary and need excavating. 


HicH Street—School clean, crossed lighting, dark ceiling, 
ventilator in ceiling, vaults sanitary but seats and floor very 
dirty. 


SouTH—School not very clean, crossed lighting, dark walls 
and ceiling, drinking water in open pail, toilets fair, ex- 
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creta under window of school building between the two 
entrances. (Last three named conditions were remedied 
soon after visit of examiner.) 


While there is some improvement in conditions, especially 
in the toilets, much more could be accomplished that would 
be of great benefit to pupils and teacher.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Candia, N. H.: 


Herewith I submit my second annual report and the fifth in 
the series of reports of the superintendents of this district. 

In my last report some of the chief features of the Act of 
1919 were outlined. It’may be well to state briefly the prog- 
ress the school board and superintendent are making toward 
meeting the requirements of the law. Last year Candia 
maintained her schools in such manner as to furnish all pu- 
pils the necessary thirty-six weeks of school, but in order to 
do this school was kept at East Candia through most of July, 
and because of the illness of the teacher the South Road school 
was necessarily prolonged beyond the Fourth of July. Since 
September we have had no such troubles in five of the six 
schools, but the South Road school has had a large amount 
of difficulty in obtaining and retaining teachers. In the fall 
one teacher after another declined to serve for various reasons. 
Finally Miss Alice Charter, a graduate of Manchester High 
school, was secured as a substitute until the Christmas vaca- 
tion with the provision that she take the course at Keene Nor- 
mal school for the four weeks, from Oct. 18 to Nov. 18. 
While Miss Charter was at Keene, Miss Malloy of the senior 
class at the Normal school- supphed. After Christmas Miss 
Inez Kelsey, who had been engaged in the fall, but had been 
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ull, took charge of the school. She was unable to continue 
after a day and a half of work. Miss Mildred Carrow of the - 
Epping staff supplied for one week, and then school re- 
mained closed until early in February. Miss Ann Fifield, a 
graduate of Concord High School, who had had successful 
experience in the western part of the state, assumed the duties 
of teacher. We shall be able to complete all the required time 
before the first of July, but will probably be pines to con- 
tinue beyond the egtertia 

There is no question but that we have made some gain in | 
teaching power this year. The work of the schools are bet- 
ter organized, better equipped, the classrooms are more or- 
derly, the spirit of the pupils is good, the discipline has im- 
proved. 

Candia has met the fourth and the fifth requirements (4) 
“taught by an approved teacher,” (5) “directed and super- 
vised by an approved superintendent.” The third require- 
ment, “equipped with approved furniture, books, maps and 
other necessary appliances,” is being gradually met. If 
sufficient appropriation is made by the citizens at the annual 
meeting for new equipment, much can be done in the coming 
year to provide the schoolrooms with some pieces of furniture, 
with more blackboard surface, maps, cases for the books, 
stands for washbasins and proper receptacles for the dinner 
boxes. Every live schoolroom should have some of the best 
periodical literature such as the National Geographic, Popu- 
lar Mechanics, Science and Invention, St. Nicholas, The 
Youths’ Companion and Current Events magazines for use in 
the classrooms and for informational reading. Shakespeare 
has said, with great truth, “The mind grows by what it feeds 
on.” By directing the thinking or rather supplying the 
proper food for thinking boys and girls unconsciously receive 
noble and lofty enthusiasms and ambitions; these react on 
them and produce characters of the finest fibre. Since read- 
ing forms so large a part of the child’s thinking, an abun- 
dance of good books on the many varying subjects should be 
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supplied. The home can supplement the school in this mat- 
ter, but when the home neglects to supply sufficient reading, it 
must be had at school or it will never be filled. “Great books 
contain the finest things that the greatest minds in the his- 
tory of the world” have expressed. Let us be certain that 
the boys and the girls in Candia become ae with the 
best minds of all time. 

A number of additions to the reading list were made in the 
fall. 

In the past the chief aim of the schools in the minds of 
the citizens has been to impart information or rather book- 
lore and to establish in the conduct of pupils’ habits of im- 
plicit obedience. The health and the physical welfare of the 
children received little or no attention. No general law com- 
pelled school boards to consider health matters. For a long 
period the only laws relating to health instruction were the 
one which required the teaching of the harm done by alco- 
holic stimulants and narcotics upon the human system, and 
the one which would stop the spread of smallpox by requiring 
vaccination. In 1913 the law making the adoption of medi- 
cal jnspection by the several districts optional was placed upon 
the statute books. Medical inspection was adopted in a large 
number of towns. The results varied widely. In the many 
defects of eyesight and hearing and the throat diseases we 
see the results of the neglect of former years. 

The Act of 1919 for the first time made the promotion of 
the health of school children one of the most important duties 
of school administration. “Standard schools” must make 
“suitable provisions for the care of the health and the 
physical welfare of all pupils.” School money may be used 
“for the promotion of the physical health and the recreation 
of pupils and for their medical and dental examination, for 
the determination of mental and physical defects, for the em- 
ployment of school nurses and the instruction of pupils in the 
principles of health and sanitation.” 

The regulations of the State Board of Education require 
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that the school district which has not adopted medical 
inspection, must still have the children’s health inspected by 
physician or nurse. This inspection is paid for out of “school 
money,” that is, it is included in the state-aided accounts. To 
secure the best results, the doctor’s inspection should be sup- 
plemented by the “follow-up” work of an experienced, sym- 
pathetic nurse, who can co-operate with teachers and parents 
in finding ways and means for securing remedial treatment 
wherever necessary. The work of the school nurse is highly 
important; provision for her support should be made out of 
- the money appropriated annually for the support of schools. 
By a combination of four towns a nurse could be had—a small 
expense to each of the four. 

By physical drills and by supervised plays and games it is 
hoped that some of the smaller defects may be remedied. The 
superintendent has introduced the Modern Health Crusade 
into the local schools. Health chivalry now has more than 
six million adherents in the public schools. By making dra- 
matic the pursuit of health, purity and strength, the courses 
in hygiene, physiology and sanitation are made far more vital 
and meaningful. Parents can help by encouraging their chil- 
dren in this work. The result cannot fail to be the physical 
and the moral improvement of children and’ the prevention of 
disease. <A: beautiful and costly cup has been donated as an 
award to the schools of the state in which the most children 
become knights banneret in proportion to the school enrol- 
ment. The interstate contest and the tournaments offer to 
every school the double incentives of winning a banner for 
itself and helping to win the Banneret Cup for the State of 
New Hampshire. The highest distinction that may be won 
by a Modern Health Crusader is membership in the National 
Order of the Round Table and every knight of the order is 
entitled to wear a beautiful badge. One hundred points out 
of a possible two hundred and ten must be earned in order to 
obtain a seat at the “round table.” Already considerable en- 
thusiasm has been shown. Candia last year had two schools 
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on the honor roll—the South Road school with 26 knights and. 
knights banneret, and the Corner with 20 knights and knights 
banneret. Will not the parents and the citizens help the pu- 
pils of the six schools win the banner that will be awarded the 
best district of the state from the standpoint of health prac- 
tise ? 

By the Act of 1919 we are directed to have our school 
buildings made “suitable and sanitary.” The State Board. 
recognizing the difficulties of the time did not require that 
all school structures be put into condition in a single year.. 
However, the board demanded that all buildings be made 
“safe and decent.” This was to be the first step toward meet- 
ing the law. 

Regulations setting minimum standards of safety and 
decency were adopted by the State Board. These regula- 
tions were posted in town about one year ago and doubtless 
many of the citizens are familiar with them. In my last 
year’s report the local situation was discussed briefly. Space 
will not permit an exhaustive treatment of this subject which 
is undoubtedly, the most important and most vital of all for 
present consideration. One year’s experience in traveling 
your roads and a more accurate knowledge of local geogra- 
phy and the difficulties attendant upon the working out of 
the local schoolhouse question have only added conviction to: 
the superintendent of the soundness of the plan for three 
school centers—one at East Candia, one at High street and 
one at or near the Corner. 

To make all your school buildings “Standard” would 
require a large outlay; to bring them to the point where 
they would meet “minimum requirements’ would not be 
an extremely difficult or expensive task, but in view of 
future needs and the present tread of educational affairs 
some more satisfactory and foresighted plan must be care- 
fully and thoughtfully worked out, a beginning must be 
made without further delay, and all alterations must con- 
form to the plan adopted. In this way, economy, efficiency 
and an intelligent basis for local educational betterment 
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may be served. Candia is so situated that it can reasonably 
look forward to increase in population and in industrial 
development. Good, comfortable, sanitary school buildings 
with an ably administered system of schools will enhance the 
value of property and inevitably draw new residents of the 
desirable type. 

At High street the school enrolment has been too large 
for efficiency even with an industrious and capable teacher 
in charge. The lack of many facilities have added to the 
obstacles the teacher has to face. Apparently no immediate 
decrease in number of pupils is likely. The interests of the 
boys and the girls demand that we make conditions more 
satisfactory. © 

It is in this quarter that we can profitably begin the 
renovation of our school buildings. The School Board 
has in its possession an excellent plan for remodeling the 
High street building. It is worthy your consideration. It 
is economical, it satisfies present and future needs ; it covers 
the requirements of the State Board. Some of the chief 
features in this plan are:—the extension of the present 
structure its own length to the rear; the removal of the 
windows from the side facing the street so that this side 
may be the front of the room, the placing of blackboard 
surface across this front side of room, the insertion of lights 
along the entire side on the left of the pupils when seated 
(the present rear of room), the installation of blackboards 
along the right side of room; the painting of the walls and 
ceiling a light color (to reflect, not absorb the light), the 
purchase of light-colored curtains capable of complete ad- 
justment; the jacketing of the stove (so as to provide uni- | 
form heat at all times) with a cold-air intake, the insertion! 
of a good-sized ventilator near the base of chimney.; the con- 
struction of a sliding partition so that either one or two 
rooms may be had as needs require; the enlargement of the 
shed to the rear, making provision for separate entrances 
to the toilets which should be newly sheathed and painted 
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and included a urinal in the boy’s apartment. It may be sug- 
gested also that lumber might well be obtained by demolish- 
ing one of the closed school buildings. Other imperative 
needs should be met this spring and summer by 
making small alterations and improvements in the other 
buildings. Unless we wish to invite the condemnation 
of several buildings, as unfit and unsafe to use we must 
take action at this time. The front lights at the 
East and Patten Hill schools, the toilets at the Critchett 
road and the Patten Hill schools are flagrant violations 
of law; these conditions the fine citizens of Candia 
will not, I am certain, tolerate any longer. Flag poles 
wherever necessary should be put into such condition that 
the American flag will on every pleasant day be found: 
floating in the breeze. Better lighting, more satisfactory 
heating apparatus, sufficient ventilation, the use of paint and 
oil, increase of blackboard space should be provided this 
spring. When the appropriations for equipment and re- 
pairs come up for consideration, remember that the needs 
of your boys and girls, their physical and mental welfare, 
depend on your liberality. The balance from the fiscal year 
ending August 31, 1920, supplemented by the $500 recom- 
mended in this year’s budget should cover most, if not all, 
the improvements above mentioned. More labor is now 
available, building costs are more reasonable, the trend of 
educational practise and future development is better under- 
stood. This is the time to begin to work out a plan of 
schoolhouse renovation which may -be extended over a 
period of several years. 

While we have failed to meet the second requirement, 
“in a suitable and sanitary building,” the board has made 
some very important improvements. Flyproof vaults and 
a ventilator have been constructed at the East building. By 
the energy of the teacher the defacements and marks in the 
toilets have been covered. The floors of the East and 
Corner schools have been oiled. Paper toweling, new tea 
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kettles, toilet paper, dustbane, soap and washing facilities 
have been provided in the schools; two new stone water 
jars have been purchased and installed. 

The schools have been supplied with new geographies, new 
class readers, and additional supplementary reading books. 
Outline wall maps and desk maps have been added to the 
equipment. _ 

Last spring the reading of the pupils was thoroughly tested 
by the superintendent in person. The results revealed a very 
great lack in comprehension in several of the schools. A 
larger supply of reading matter on topics widely varied, 
greater care on the part of the teacher to prevent incorrect 
habits from being formed and to ensure full understanding of 
the books read; more time for intelligent reproduction and 
class discussion of subject-matter, increased attention to 
silent reading will effect a cure. In the test given, the 
Adams test was employed. This year this test will be re- 
peated, and a comparison of results made. Spelling, hand- 
writing, arithmetic, grammar and language will be measured 
by use of tests which have been accepted by educators as au- 
thoritative. As soon as time will permit the superintendent 
will put into printed form the results of these tests so that 
parents may be able to get some idea of their children’s prog- 
ress. Gradually, we shall find ourselves able to measure with 
fair accuracy the ability of the pupils. Facts, not opinions, 
will guide future treatment. 

Careful study of the individual pupil’s work and his latent 
abilities by the teacher and by the superintendent is constant. 
When all conditions warrant the action, promotion or demo- 
tion within the grades is practised by the superintendent at 
any time within the year. In no case will promotion be al- 
lowed unless the requirements of grade are completed. This 
will permit immediate adjustment of the pupil to the work he 
performs in the school room, and all waste from lapse of time 
will be eliminated. 

Appended to this report are the usual statistical tables, the 
Medical Inspector’s report, the Honor Roll, the outline of the 
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elementary studies pursued in the first six grades with the 
minimum standards set by law for the first three grades. If 
in doubt about the meaning of any statement or figure in 
these reports and tables, do not neglect to bring it to the at- 
tention of the superintendent, and he will endeavor to explain 
more in detail. The board and the superintendent are en- 
-deavoring to have all points in the administration of the local 
‘schools made plain and they invite your constructive help and 
criticism. 

Rural communities need not copy the schools of urban cen- 
ters in order to have the best schools. It has been one of the 
defects of the past that the villages in the country have aped 
the ways of the cities. Let us co-operate, school officials and 
citizens, to make Candia schools the best rural schools in the 
state: let us not be satisfied with conditions which are pas- 
sable or standards that approximate those of other towns; let 
local pride demand the best within our means. Let facts and 
not opinions or rumors of opinions guide us in determining 
the character of our schools. Let us not turn deaf ears to the 
insistent demands of country boys and country girls for in- 
creased opportunities, for better facilities for advancement, 
and for increased school efficiency. No good business man 
‘can be induced to believe that an efficient system of education 
can be purchased at prices that prevail at the “marked down” 
‘counter. The chief business of this, as of every community, 
is to give the boys and the girls of the rising generation the 
best training possible for the mighty responsibilities that will 
be theirs in the days that are to come. Candia’s greatest and 
‘most valuable investment is in her boys and girls. FPatriot- 
ism, civic duty, Christian practise, demand that we guard our 
investment with all our ability and improve that investment 
that the dividends may be large. The wisest action possible 
must be directed to securing for our boys and girls their full 
‘due. No stone should be left unturned in our endeavor to 
‘make the schools constantly more efficient until the “Three 
H’s” (the hand, the head and the heart), as well as the 
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“Three R’s” are so well taught, until the love of country, in- 
telligent, stalwart patriotism expressed in word as well as by 
voice, until the capacity to shoulder responsibility and endure 
through the heat of the day without flinching, are ingrained 
within the very fibre of our boys and girls. Let civic ideals 
be inculeated; let the schools provide happy, cheerful centers 
where the desire for learning may be formed and developed; 
where strong, moral, courageous lives may be stimulated and 
sent forth to do their part in the world’s work, where funda- 
mental virtues may be emphasized as necessary for the better — 
democracy of future. 

In conclusion, I wish to make known how much I appre- 
ciate the help and the co-operation of the School Board, the 
splendid perseverance and uncomplaining forbearance of the 
teachers who have toiled to carry out the details of the work 
I have outlined, and to secure for their charges the largest op- . 
portunities possible. Nor can I fail to recognize the goodwill 
and the courtesy of the parents and the citizens. The super- 
intendent’s work is essentially one of service in many direc- 
tions. He needs your co-operation and your kindly advice. 
With these he will be enabled to give of the best he has in 
him, and rise to the full stature of a noble profession.
